gain when he secured Hie horse for 
ten dollars. 
A few days later Mrs. Bersford, 
who was just recovering from her 
confinement, drove the horse out to 
the park. 
While she was standing 
near the horse’s head the animal 
sneezed. 
Some of the spume from 
his nostrils vras blown in Mrs. Bers- 
ford’s face. 
She brushcvl it oil and 
thought no more of it. 
A day or 
two later Bersford noticed a running 
from the horse's nose. 
Not suspect­ 
ing glanders he went to ITirrester, 
wdio is nJ mo.^. as well versed in the 
disease of animals as a veterinary 
surgeon, and asked him what the 
matter was. 
Forrester reyilied that the horse 
had caught a slight cold from sleep­ 
ing in his corral, and that if Bers­ 
ford would put a little grease in his 
nose he could easily cure the aiiirnal. 
Had Bersford done so he might have 
been killed as well as his wife. Bers­ 
ford wais not satisfied and took the 
horse to Dr. Crcely, the A^eterinarv 
surgeon to the board of liealth. 
A 
glance was sufiicicnt to show him 
that the horse was suiiering from an 
acute attack of the glanders of a 
most malignant type. 
As Bersford 
was A'cry ]>oor bo Avas allowed to 
take the horse to Forrester so as to 
get his money refunded before the 
liorse should be killed according to 
law. 
Forrester told Bersford that 
iii he had the horse ten days he 
ought to have got ten dollars’ worth j 
out of him and that ho Avouldnot re­ 
turn a emit of the money. 
He also 
" informed liim that if the horse had 
the glanders Bersford could kill him 
himself. 
Dr. (h^eely then dost roved 
the animal. 
The liorse was iriilcd tliroeor four 
days after IMrs. Bersford had been 
out riding, and about tlie same day 
she began to g et ill. 
The first day 
she had a severe headache. 
(Tiills 
and pains followed, together Avilh a 
swelling of the forehead, similar to 
eryseplas. 
Physicians AA^ere sum­ 
moned and the woman was treated 
for a fever. 
About ten days passed. 
The woman continued to grow worse 
steadih^ and wais removed to tlgi 
French hospital. 
Dr. Tail-, the chief 
surgeon, was simimoned, and im­ 
mediately recognized tliat the wmm- 
an was slowly dying from glanders.
